Prizes in cash 
a g g reg atin g $100 will be offered the 
residents of the county for p articipat­ 
ing in this parade 
and it is expected 
to get a large number of floats from 
individuals, 
fraternal 
orders 
and 
and boroughs. 
A t the 
organization 
m eeting for 
this y e a r’s event, held in 
the 
Court 
House on Monday 
evening, 
it 
was 
agreed th a t, instead of spending $100 
or $125 for some free attraction to be 
given in C entre Square, 
such as the 
pony show' last year, it 
would 
be a 
great deal better to spend th a t money 
among our own rural folk in the way 
of prizes and it is 
believed they can 
get ready a demonstration which will 
be far m ore interesting 
and 
enjoy­ 
able. 
Individual farm ers will be asked to 
put their floats in line. W agons may 
be so decorated or 
arranged 
as 
to 
represent farm 
scenes, or any other 
idea that the entrant may wish to de­ 
pict. 
F ratern al 
organizations 
will 
find this a pleasant way of earning a 
little cash 
premium 
while 
country 
m erchants will also 
be 
eligible 
for 
entry. It has been suggested th a t the 
Biglerville Poultry Show may put in 
a float, advertising /their coaling a n ­ 
nual attraction. County boroughs may 
place in line their 
floats advertising 
the beauties and 
advantages of their 
communities. 
A nother feature of the parade will 
be the farm horses and mules. 
It 
is 
proposed to offer cash 
prizes for the 
best team s th a t appear 
in 
the 
line 
and farm ers will have added incentive 
in bringing their stock 
to 
town on 
the big day. 
With 
a sufficient cash 
inducement to 
make 
their 
interest 
worth while, it is believed 
th a t 
the 
residents of the 
county 
towns 
and 
townships will take kindly to this in­ 
novation and that a parade w orthy of 
the name will be the 
crowning 
fe a ­ 
ture of 
this 
year’s 
celebration. 
It 
will be open to all from the county. 
Monday evening's meeting of m er­ 
chants saw a larger 
number present 
than a t any previous 
session 
for

similar purpose, and all 
were 
most 
enthusiastic.

ones

the biggest athletic event G etty sb urg 
ever has.

Mr. T rostle had 
been 
a 
sufferer 
from a form of h eart trouble for some 
time and frequently had to get out of j 
bed at night on account of shortness j 
o f breath. It is believed that an attack 
of this discom fort caused him to g e t' 
up this m orning and, when 
he 
fell, 
his wife w as awakened. He was dead 
when she reached his side. 
Mr. Trostle w as a veteran 
of 
the 
Civil W ar and had many interesting ( 
experiences d urin g 
his 
service.

June <30, 1863, the

opening Of th e Battle of Gettysburg, 
he was taken a 
prisoner 
along 
the 
E m m itsburg Road at 
what

was sent to Libby Prison where

nurse for his many sick 
and dying comrades. Later he was re ­ 
leased and served some time in Castle 
Thunder prison, his entire tim** in the

Upon his 
retu rn 
home from

war he resided in Highland township 
where he followed his 
occupation of 
farm ing 
and 
shotniaking. 
Al>out 
to

liked and had a wide circle of friends 
to whom his dea'ih 
came as a severe 
shock. He w as known to have a form

An Old Hero’s 
Story

An old Frenchman, a veteran of the 
Franco-Prussiaii war, who had been In 
America long enough to speak English 
us he would lf It were French, told me 
this story over a glus* of French wine 
raised In California: 
Eet was In ze beginning of se war 
when ze Prussian bnf not yet conquer 
ze French people uud we do uot think 
eey will overrun ze country aud dic­ 
tate term* of peace In Paris 
I was 
with General Ie Fevre, who coni mu ad 
ed a brigade near ze frontier. We have 
ze railroad aud ze locomotif aud ze 
cars, but wheu ze Prussian* cross ze 
border all ze employee* of ze road run 
away. 
In ze evening Just before sunset an 
officer ride up to ze camp of se Nine 
ty-elghtb regiment of ie line and say: 
“Any of you men locomotif engi­ 
neer?” 
I have been locomotif engineer be­ 
fore I enlist in ze army, so I shake my 
hand in ze air. 
Ze officer be took no­ 
tice and be call for me to come to 
bim. 
I go with him to General Ie 
Fevre’s headquarters, and se general 
ask me bow much I know about loco­ 
motif, and after I tell bim he say 
to ms: 
“I send s thousand men to ss other 
terminal o f lie railroad st once. Bere 
Is one company sere and ae captain 
telegraph sat se Prussians ere coming 
to occupy ae high ground sere, but eef 
ha have a thousand men be can bold 
eet till'General Bassine send a large 
force. 
Eet Is iii tv miles to go, and 
you must tak se train sere in lee tie 
more than en bour. 
Eef you git sere 
before se Prussians you may save 
France. 
Zey are elx or seven miles 
from se place and march on foot 
I say. “Yes. general, I tak ze mea 
sere In one bour if se locomotif will 
pull It so fast as sat** 
It was ver* dark when we start. Ze 
moon only leetle crescent, nearly gone 
down. 
We run from north to south, 
se same way as se border line between 
France and Prussia. 
We do not know 
lf se Prussians haf advanced so far ss 
ze railroad. 
Eef they haf zey fire into 
se train, zey try to throw It off the 
track, zey do all zey can to keep ut 
from going on. 
My engine ver* good engine, one of 
ze best of cots kind. 
I run sixty mites 
an bour, sometimes more. sometime* 
less. 
When I come to ze cu rfet I alo* 
down leetle bit. but make eet Up when 
have a *tm ight road before ink 
A 
few Prussiau cavalrymen, re advance 
of ze Prussians, have come to far as 
ie railroad, and zey put obstructions 
on ze truck. 
Suddenly I look ahead 
and see a tree felled on the rails. I re­ 
verse. zen abut my eye* to wait for se 
•mash. 
Eet doe* uot come, only a 
leetle bump 
When an engineer runs into se dark 
night he feel* like Columbus wheu be 
sail Into ze dark ocean. I nevalre know 
when I round a carve, but I run Into a 
big rock or some of ti a1 re obstruction 
zat kill me and wreck ze trafu bebiud 
me. 
I see specter all ze time. 
Bud 
denly a great black aotnet’ttig Seem fe 
spring up on ze track right Defat* me 
I reverse, but before I come to a full 
stop I see zat it eea nothing but • 
leetle bug which haf fly on ie glass 
before ze headlight 
All ut once I bear a cracking above 
ze noise of ze truiu. and bullet* wbtxtle 
through ze cub 
Some Prussian horse- j 
men Are sere carbine* at us. 
But zey 
do leetle damage, nothing but breuk 
my right arui 
So I eau not hold t* 
throttle with zat ann. 
But what for 
I waul two arm s wbeo oue will do a* 
well, except for suddeu reverse, aud 
by zat time I come within about ten 
mile* of se end of ze Journey? 
Nev 
ulrezelesM I call se fireman, who come 
and look ovatre my shoulder. 
’Ae Prussians were by zat time ret* 
near se point we wish to reach, and 
we both approach at an acute angle. 
l e y hear t« rattle of our trsiu, an i 
we bear sere huzzas. 
B f gar, we 
have to stop to take away ties tem 
scout* put oil ze track, and while we 
make no sound we bear zero tramp 
at double quick. 
Zen we hear a gun. 
sud I think we too lute. Ze Prussians 
must be at tucking se poeL 
But I go 
on. and pretty soon I come to a leetle 
Mirtbwork our men haf thrown up be- 
«fde the railroad and see that they 
have a gun there aud have dropped a 
•hell Into ze Prussian ndVance. 
lu a few' minute* we reach our polnL 
I whistle down te brake*, ze train 
•top, and our men Jump out and run 
ip to ze top of se hill, w here ze French 
have work two, t ree day* on se fort! 
batlon* 
/.at wa* se end of my work. 
I get 
surgeon to fix my arm and am ready 
with my musket to receive the Prue 
Klans when zey come. Zey have twice 


uh many men as we, hut we have very 
Ntrong (amnion and no trouble to hold 
out till Marshal Buzalue send large 
force. 
When I get back to my command my 
general he throw bls arms about me 
aud bug me Uke a bear. Ile say to mo: 
“You have done great service. 
You 
•ball be a captain; you shall have a 
medal. 
I will report what you have 
done to the empereur." 
Pouf! 
What was it all worth? 
Ze 
Prussia na march right on to Paris, and 
after the capitulation our people pay 
big ransom to get zem out. besides glv- 
lug our beautiful provinces Alsace and 
Lorraine. 
Some day when we get 
strong we tak sera back. 
But what 
good sat do me? 
Pm too old now to 
fight, aud by zat time I sleep under 
se sod.
